“ork of the Summer Between United 
_ States and Great Britain and the 
“Waited States and France Taking 

On Definite Form — Arrangement 
 ” Appears on Its Face Decidedly Fa- 
worable to American Commerce— 

. Some of the Conditions Mate, 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—The terms of 
the reciprocity treaties negotiated between 
the United States and France and between 
the United States and Great Britain during 
{he summer were transmitted to the Senate 
on Tuesday and will be taken up for consid- 
eration by the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Jielations at the first meeting, probably next 
Wednesday. 

The treaty with Great Britain covers the 

. dependencies of Jamaica, Bermuda, Barba- 
does, British Guiana, and Turks and Caicos 

Islands: 

All the agreements include lists of articles 
on. which concessions are made by the re- 
spective parties. Those with Great Britain 
are signed on the part of the United States 
by John Kasson and on the part of Great 
Britain by Mr. Reginald Towers. 

The French treaty is signed by Mr. Kasson 
and Ambassador Cambon. 

The list of reductions in each case is fol- 

 ‘Jowed by treaty articles giving the general 
terms of stipulation. The French conven- 
tion is made applicable to Algeria and its 
products as it is to France and its products. 

The general terms of ail the treaties are 
practically the same, the Plipulation being . 
in most cases that— 

In case either of the contracting parties shall, 
uring thé continuance of this cbnvention, in- 
crease the 4uties upon the importation of mer- 
chandise, the Increase shall be without discrim- 
ination or prej against the products of the 
ther. 

There are variations of this provision, as 
ia the case of Jamaica it is stipulated that 
ithe Increase shall in no case exceed 50 per 
cent of the present duty. In the case of 
France it is provided that—

Investigators Give Figures. | 
Building Material Trades Council has 
givén out the following figures in the investi- 
gation of the cause of the high pyepes of 
material: 

Brass molders’ material—Price of raw material 
has advanced on ah average 10 per cent, wages 
have remained the same, and the cost to the con- 
sumer has advanced 60 per cent. 

Metal workers’ material—Price of raw material 
has advanced on an average 15 per cent, wages 
increased 10 per cent, the price of production in- 
creased § per cert, and the cost to the gonsumer 
has increased 60 percent. | 

Metal polishers’ material—Raw material has 
advanced 7 per cent, the wages and the cost of pro- 
duction have remained the same, and the cost to 
the consumer has increased 25 per cent, 

In the plumbing industry, where wages, cost of 
production, and the price of raw material have 
remained the same, the cost to the consumer has 
increased 60 per cent. 

In all of the above cases the cause for 
the rise in the cost to the consumer its 
ascribed by the business agents to the forma- 
tion of combines.

CATHOLIC WOMEN’S LEAGUE HEARS 
LECTURE BY LORADO TAFT. 


| First of n Series of Lessons in Which 
fF | Abstract and Practical Methods Are

Lorado Taft stood’ up in the sculpture 
ledture-room of the Art Institute yesterday 
afternoon with a ball of clay in his hands. 
He Grew it hither and pushed it thither. The 
audience paw the clay yielding to each deft 
fouch of the sculptor and listened to his 
Words attentively as he told the accepted 
story of the origin of sculpture. The 
scene was animated and picturesque. It was 
aiso novel, and marked a turning point in the 
history of the Chicago Art Institute. 

It was thc inauguration of a course of ten 
lectures on sculpture planned by the Catho- 
lic Woman's Nationa! league, the first as- 
sociation <letached from all schools to apply 

to the Art Institute for the exclusive use 
of one of its apartments at a stated time, for 
a definite period, to study art, with the ald of 
the faculty and its appointments. 

Origin of theArt.- 

“There is a beautiful story engraved on 
the base of the history of the plastic art,’’ 

geaid Mr. Saft after he had shown the prop- 
erties of the clay. 


This is said 

in myth to be the origin of sculpture.” 

. Taking a handful of the plastic clay, Mr. 
* Watt modeled a manly head on an ease! high 

enough to be seen distinctly from all points 

of the room. The audience watched the 

process with smiling eagerness. 

“You bnow,” he said, ‘‘that ‘relieve’ 
means to lift up. You see I have lifted up 
this portruit in a low measure from the sur- 
face to which it adheres for support. There- 
fore this is said to be in low relief. Now 
we will litt it up higher. Then it will stand 
out more boldly from its support.’’ He mod- 
eied accordingly. “‘Now we have a por- 
trait in high relief. There is still.another 
form of sculpture. When the sculptured 
object may be seen distinctly and with 
quai freedom from all sides it is said to be 
in the round.” An assistant meanwhile had 
wheeled before the audience the colossal 
Plaster cast of Michael Angelo’s “‘ Moses.”’ 

Nature delights in sculpture in the round,’’ 
said Mr. Taft. “ Every tree growing freely 
is an example of sculpture in the roun4.”’

Dr. Andrews on Health of Pupils. 

Superintehdest of Schools Andrews said 
during the-day, relative to. the ill-health 
among high school and Normal School pu- 
pils reported by’the High School committee 
of the Board of Education, that every school 
building needed a kitchen and a gymnasium. 
A kitchen would remedy the evils resulting 
from the eating of cold luncheons, and a 
symnasium would give the exercise neces- 


“I think I have been one of the pioneers 
in the country in stating that hot luncheons 
should be given school pupils,” said the 
Superintendent. ‘‘ The best luncheon that 
could be provided would be a half pint of hot 
beef broth and two slices of perfect bread. 
That would make a luncheon which would 
be easily digested, and would not call the 
blood away from the head to the stomach 
when it is needed in the head. | 

“The course of study in the high schools 
need not be detrimental to the health of the 
pupil, if sufficient exercise is given. For this 
purpose gymnasiums are necessary. The 
percentage of perfectly well students at the 
Chicago Normal School need not be consid- 
ered alarming. The test by which the per- 
centage was arrived at is a particularly se- 
vere one, and probably similar results would 
be obtained from the examination of any 
large number of women. The students at 
the Normal School are probably somewhat 
below the average in health, owing to the 
indiscreet eating and dressing,” |

SOLADATION IMPROBABLE. 


Through Pansenger Agreement Likely 
io Be Renewed, but Nothing Further 
Expected—Southeastern and Missis- 
sippi Valley Lines to Raise Freight 
Rates—Wisconsin Central Ready to 

‘Use Park Row Terminal — Chicago 
and Alton to Stay in Union Station. 


There appears to be but slight foundation 


other than an ordinary traffic agreement 
between the Union Pacific railway and the 
Chicago and Northwestern. At various 
times during the last week gossips have had 
one road absorbing the other. An analysis 
of the logical situation leaves no foundation 
for an argument favoring a consolidation. 
The Northwestern is a Vanderbilt line, while 
B. H. Harriman is the controlling spirit in 
Union Pacific affairs: He has considerable 
friterest in the Illinois Central and the Chi- 
@ago and Alton. These facts would make 
it unlikely that he would enter any combi- 
nation with the Northwestern which would 
Militate against the other lines in which 
he is interested. 

The agreement between the Northwestern 
and‘Union Pacific on part through passenger 


expired this month, will be renewed, it is 
said, but no further traffic agreement is 
probable. — | 


Will Unite to Raise Freight Rates. 

Following the example of direct lines be- 
tween Chicago and north Atlantic seaboard 
and intermediate territory, the Suutheastern 
and Mississippi valiey lines propose to make 
radical increases in freight rates. The traf- 
fie officials of these lines will meet in this 
city on Tuesday next for a settlement of 
such questions as present themselves. The 
present plan is to abolish all commodity 
rates and minke an average increase in 
freight rates of from 15 to25per cent. These 
roads always wave maintained higher rates 
on: a mileage basis than Eastern lines. 


Few Passenger Agents May Attend. 

Indications are that there will not be a 
general response to the call of the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fé roads for a meeting

The market is 
flooded with second-class tickcts at $12, the 
normal rate being $16.

siiowed of few distinctions, but in classical 
times the life of those who served was a life 

of degredation. Again, in the early history 
of the Western nations there was a prevalent 
equality which later was destroyed by the 


hierarchal system of feudalism. However,

John Vint, the printer, and George Ross, the 
publisher, were arraigned for publishing the 
reflection on the character of the Czar. It 
was shown in court that Czar Paul had not 
issued any such ukase, and under the laws 
of that day this made the verdict against 
the defendants certain, although they were 
with all his ability and elo- 
quence by Lord Erskine. Parry was sen- 
tened to six months’ imprisonment with a 
fino of £100, and was bound over for five 
years in bonds of £500. Vint and Ross were 
given’ one month's imprisonment each, It 
was said at the time that the severe punish- 
ment was due to the adherence of the paper 
to the Liberal’ party.

To any one who knows of the savage at- 
tacks on Napoleon published in British pa- 
pers at the beginning of the century, it seems 
strange to recall that an editor ever was 
prosecuted in England for libel on Napoleon. 
This, however, happened in 1802, 
after the peace of Amiens, to which Great | 
Britain, Holland, France, and Spain were 
Great Britain and France were 
then on the most: friendly terms, and, when 
Peltier denounced Napoleon as a tyrant and 
a usurper, the complaint of the French Am- 
bassador was heeded and the Englishman 
was arrested. Fortunately for him the case 
did not come to a trial. War against Eng- 
land was declared by France on May 22, 1803, 
and the prosecution was dropped in haste. - 

The laws under which these prosecutions 
were made are no longer among the British | 
statutes, and an Ambassador now could not 
secure satisfaction for attacks on his sov- 
ereign.

When the writer calls he fs arrested by 
the commissary, who is usually an acquaint-« 
ance, if not a friend. The thing ts a formal«: 
ity and the journalist is allowed to go with- 
out furnishing bail, giving merely his parole 
of honor. A day or two before the time set 
for the trial the commissary sends the editor 
a polite little note reminding him of his en--: 
gagement. 

Usually the editor defends himself in court, 
and this gives him an opportunity to make 
life wretched for the man whois responsible . 
for the prosecution. He is allowed to gay 
pretty much what he pleases about the 
plaintiff, and, as a result, the complaining : 
witness does not have a happy time during 
the trial. The crowded courtroom laughs 
at the witty sarcasms of the editor. 

If convicted the customary sentence is 
from one week to three months’ imprison- 
ment, usually in the Prison of Ste. Pelagie, 
which has a section called the Pavillon des 
Princes reserved especialy for newspaper 
men, After sentence the editor is allowed 
to leave without bail and arrangé any press-: 
ing matters. If it is inconvenient for him to 
serve during the succeeding month or so he 
can secure a postponement of his sentence 
until a suitable season. | 


PRISON LIFE PLEASANT: 

The imprisonment itself does not interfere 
with work. His cell is light and clean andir 
he has money he can have whatever delica- 
cies ‘he chooses. If he is poor some more 
fortunate prisoner is likely to ask him to 
dine daily. The prison being quiet, with little 
distraction, it is an ideal place for work and 
the journalist can write his daily article or 
the editor can direct his policy just as well 
there as anywhere else. 

A term of imprisonment is a matter of 
course, and the French journalist cannot 
be regarded as experienced until he has writ- 
ten behind the bars. 

Imprisonment in Germany is a much more 
serious thing, especially since lese majesty 
is the offense for which the great majority of 
editors are incarcerated. How real a thing 
it is can be gathered from the fact that 246

Profit Found in Using Worn Out Agricultural Lands for the 


Growing of Fragrant Blossoms for City Markets—

VIOLETS KEPT SHADED IN SUMMER. 


HE wornout farms of Virginia, prin- 
cipally in Albermarle and adjacent 
counties, of late have been turned to 
good account by their owners, who 
have directed their attention to violet 
growing. The violet industry is spreading 
rapidly in that section, and the growers, 
thé most successful of whom are women, 
employ small negro boys to carry on the 
work, which, while not laborious, is tedious, 
for the violets require constant atiention. 
The greater part of the yield is taken by 
Philadelphia dealers. Although they are 
mot “ making wealthy,’ the growers are re- 
ceiving substantial returns and find’ this 
new industry more profitable than ordinary 
farming. 
“The great violet growing center is Pough- 
keepeie, N. Y.," says Dr. B. F. Galloway 
of the Department of Agriculture, who has 
had the violet hobby for years. He is the 
author of several books on the subject of 
profit in violet raising. All violets, from 
this district find a ready market in New 
York City, and as the demand for them is 
increasing yearly a promising field is opened 
up for the young, energetic, and intelligent 
men and women of today. ; 
Answering a question as to why the violet 
has always been a popular flower, Dr. Gal- 
loway said that for four or five months in 


the year the public has no violets atall. It 
is only from the middle of October to the; 


end of aster time that violets are in season 


and when they do arrive they are in great’ 


Gemand. On the contrary, roses abound all 
the year round. There is also a certain 


delicacy, a modesty, about the violet that. 


makes it alWays wanted, while its perfume 
is another important point in its favor. 


Two Double Varieties. 

Only two of the double varieties of violets 
@re generally grown—the Marie Louise and 
the Lady Hume Campbell. There are many 
Kinds of single flowers, Which while beauti- 
ful and fragrant are not popular. This is a 
matter of taste, however. In Europe, espe- 
Claliy in Paris, the single violets are in great 
@emand. There is a growing demand for 
the single variety in this country, however. 

The old-fashioned way of growing violets, 
borrowed from the English twenty-five or 
thirty years ago, was in “cold frames.”’ 
These were cheap, box-like arrangements 
put up and covered over in winter with glass 
gash. As the demand increased it was seen 
that this method of culture was not practi- 
eal. Dealers in the cities were unable to 
secure the flowers at times, as the frames 


would be covered with two or three feet of 


snow and it would be impossible for the 


growers to get at them. 


American ingenuity took a hand at this 
polm. and cellars were constructed adjacent 
to the beds and this difficulty was obviated. 

rom this evolved the reguiar violet houses 
Of the present time—properly heated and 
Ventilated and so constructed that they can 
De reached at all times. Still a great number 

Of Violets are grown in frames, and for the 
Deginners it is the best plan to adopt on ac- 
of its cheapness. 


Best Grown from Cuttings. 
Violets, to: be successful, must be grown 
@mtirely from cuttings. Young offshoots 
* taken early in the spring give the most satis- 
factory results. In some cases the old 
lante are allowed to remain year after year, 
t this is unsatisfactory, as each year’s 
crop shows a decrease in the number and 
the size of the flowers. The best results 
are obtained by replanting every year. A 
etart should be made every spring with 
young offshoots—-baby plants—planted in 
emall boxes. As soon as they make good 
roots they should be trasplanted directly to 
where they are to stand all summer. It is 
et this time that they should be carefully 
watched. Dead leaves and runners should 
be taken off and the plant made to contract, 
each forming a bushy crown. By the middle 
of Beptember, if properly treated, these 
plants should cover the entire ground. By 
the ist of October they begin to blossom. At 
first the flowers are small, and, consequent- 
iy, of little or no value, and are thrown 
away. By the middie of October they are 
large, however, to send to mar- 


Violets generally sell for not less than a 
eemt apiece, and when the average yield of 
= Single plant is fifty flowers a season, and, 
with good care, a hundred, the profit can be 
eadily seen. In the vicinity of every city 
Widlet raising could be made profitable. Any 
jand that will grow potatoes, made rich by 
the addition of fertilizer, proves excellent 

-ground.for violets. In rting a 
wiolet house care must be taken to see that 
there. are proper facilities for shipping, al- 
though a person from four to six hours from 
the city can ship to good advantage. 

In regard to the profit, it is said that there 
are no fortunes to be made; still, it is a 
good, profitable business, and the light work 
sakes it acceptable to many persons not 
suited to the heavy work of farming. 


What It Costs to Try It. 
ona basis of a thousand plants, the 
Sutiay for the first year of starting a violet 
farm would be $70. It would be well fora 
to use “cold frames.” As the 
plants are usually laid out fifty to a sash, 
Sie mumber of sashes required would be 


74 
twenty. At $2 each they would cost $40, and. 
the cost of boarding up the frames would 
entail an additional expense of $20, to which 
should be added $10, the cost of the thousand 
plants. With remarkable care the grower 
should realize from $6 to $7 a sash, which 
would give returns of $125 for the first sea- 
son. The following year the expenses would 
not be so great and the profit accordingly 
greater. With proper care the frames are 
good for ten or fifteen years. 

In growing in houses the outlay is much 
more. To erect a suitable heated house for 
a thousand plants would cost from $300 to 
$400. The yield is not greater than from 
the frames, but the chances for getting high 
prices are better. The reason for this is 
that, no matter what the condition of the 
weather, it is always possible to get at the 
flowers and put in the market when 
the pricés are highest.

Though it seems impossible that such bar-' 


barous rites.can exist in this country, it ts 
and.state has failed to 
abolish them. It/is difficult to find, when 
in New Mexico, any one who is a “ Peni- 
tente,”” but it ig known to be a large so- 
clety. They keep their secret well, with the 
stolid, stupid determination of their class. 
They are a came superstitious, and 
among them witchcraft is firmly 

Perhaps some of the missionaries who go 
to remote countries might find a large and 
fertile field attiong these people. Certainly 
among thé heathen there are few customs 
as thoroughly barbaric as the crucifixion 
as practiced by the ‘! Penitentes” of New 
PRIMITIVE CUSTOMS. 

But this strange order of religious fanatics 
is not the only thing in New Mexico that 
seems out of place to one whose idea of 
the United States is that of a country in 
which everything is distinctly new and up- 
to-date. There are survivals, too, of queer 


customs and primitive methods of life both 


among the 
that region. 

When one thinks 
land of the cowboy and the Indian, a vision 
of barren, sandy wastes involuntarily pre- 
sents itself. To the casual observer these 
tracts of wild coun are no doubt monoto- 
nous; yet they hold and most jealously 
guard long buried treasures, the homes and 


Indians ahd the white races of 


belongings of primitive man. The Indian’ 


who roams over the picturesque land of his 
ancestors presents to the artist an inex- 


haustible supply of subjects, while his native 


songs—weird and characteristic, the folk- 
lore and legends -of his particular tribe— 
are indeed worthy of being perpetuated. ° In 
a few years all these conditions will be 
vastly changed, for already the rei man, 
even in New Mexico; is taking most kindly 
to civilized clothes, shoes, cheap finery, and 
tinware, to the detriment of his picturesque 
buckskins, moccasing, and native pottery. 
The best introduction to this American 
treasure land ig through the quaint and 
ancient city which rejoices in the name of 
“La Ciudad Real de la Santa Fé de San 
Francisco.” When the traveler leaves the 
small station of Lamy, taking a branch line 
for Santa Fé, he is already at the portals 
of the dim past, for in many respects this 
old town has remained unchanged during 
the last two hundred years. | 
About the middle of the sixteenth century 
two lowly friars, while wandering about the 
country in search of converts, arrived at the 
present site of Santa Fé, then an Indian 
pueblo of some size, Here they decided to 
remain and straightway began the erection 
of a small adobe chapel, the original walls 
of which are still standing, although the 
building has been much altered and the 
picturesque tower) of doyble-pierced arches 


is now. replaced by 4 square and thoroughly 


inartistic structure. 

SAN MIGUELCHAPEL, 
| Ordinarily, San Miguel Chapel is closed, 
but a notice placed conspicuously on the 
outer wall informs the traveling public that 
by pulling a bell rope hanging close by it 
may gain admiittance at a rate of 2 cents 
each. In response to the harsh clang of the 
bell an old man appears, and with a large 
key he admits one to the whitewashed in- 
terior of the little church. Heavy wooden 
beams support the fat ceiling; one of these 
bears the date “ 1710,” the year of its resto- 
ration after it was partly destroyed by the 
Indians, who wanted none of the white 


‘man’s religion. On either side of the altar 


hang old and dingy paintings; one of them 
bears the date “1287.” Resting upon the 
floor ig the huge bell which once hung in the 
tower until a heavy rain-storm came and 
washed away the mud walls so that they 
caved in and had to be rebuilt. | 

“Just across the street still sthnds the old 
house where the two priests lived. It was 
originally two stories in height, but the same 
rain which wrqught havoc with the church 
reduced it to one. Its walls are four feet 
thic):, and it bears the reputation of being 
one of the most venerable buildings in the 
Un'ted States. These two ancient mud edi- 
ficus face upon an exceedingly narrow and

A pretty plaza in the center of the town 


seems to be the hub around: whith all the 
business and social life revo \ At any 


4 time of the day it is frequented by the in- 


habitants, whose principal pastime seems to 


be lounging in the shade- ani watch- 


ing the more active “ Americanos” 
with lazy wonder. On Sunday after 
noons . the .band plays here 
the whole populace, dressed in its gayest and 
best, turns out to promenade up and down, 
visiting with friends and having a good time 
generally as long as the music lasts. It is 
a@ genuine Mexican picture, with a liberal 


aprinkling of the silver-trimmed sombreros. 


and large-eyed sefioritas one reads about. 

On one side of this plaza, occupying a whole 
block in length, is the old palace, Early in 
the seventeenth century a building was 
erected here, and from that grew the pres- 
ent edifice—long, one-storied, constructed of 


‘adobe bricks dried in the sun, and plastered 


with native stucco. Its doors and windows 
open directly upon the sidewalk, and oyer 
the latter is a wooden roof supported by pil- 
lars of the same material. The walls are 
three and four feet thick, the rooms large 
‘and pleasant. Since it was first erected the 
rulers of New Spain, later New Mexico, have 


| made ittheir official headquarters. - . 


In a back chamber, before the quaint little 
fireplace and during the silent hours of the 
night, the closing chapters of “Ben Hur” 
were written during the time when General 
Lew Wallace was Governor of New Mexico. 
THE ADOBE HOUSE. | 

The houses, mostly built of the sober col- 
ored adobe, present a stolid and uninviting 
front to the stranger, but the interior is as 
different as possible. Opening upon the side- 
walk a wide hallway leads to a charming 
“ plazita,”” a small garden with grass, flow- 
and sometimesafountain. Surrounding 


_this.is a wide arcade, from which open the 


living rooms of the family. : 

The narrow and often crookod streets are 
jcomparatively silent and deserted. Occa- 
sionally a shawl draped figure, bearing upon 
‘its head a native basket piled high with 
“‘amolé,” or soap weed, or perhaps with 
freshly ironed clothes, passes along the road. 

Then an Indian, just in from his pueblo 
miles away, appears upon the scene with his 
burden of pottery to sell. 5.5 

The funniest thing in al] that Western 
country is a sedate and “ nobie” red man 
in a high silk hat which tops a rare assort- 
ment of castoff finery, once the property of 
some white brother, and there ig nothing an 


-Thdian -prizes more highly or wears with 


greater dignity than a silk hat, no matter 
what its age or condition. ; 
The real workers of the place seem to be 
the patient little burros, loaded up to the 
last ounce with pifion wood, cut into proper 
lengths for the quaint little fireplaces. They 
stand sometimes all day long waiting for 
some buyer to relieve them of their burdens, 
and then, driven by their Mexican or Indian 
owners, they trudge home, sometimes many 
miles, probably to repeat their weary pil- 
‘grimage the following day. ~ | : 
Rising abruptly from the upper edge of 
the city is a hill, topped by the ruins of Fort 
Marcy,.an ancient Spanish fortification, 
commanding a fine view of all the surround- 
jing country. From this elevation, in blos- 
gom time, Santa Fé looks like a huge bou- 
quet of pink, white, and green, divided by 
a shining ribbon, the sparkling Santa Fé 
River. Not far from the old fort is a small, 


| half ruined adobe building, once used as

Spanish guardhouse. A few of the cells are | 


still intact, and at present some Mexican, 
too lazy to erect a proper stable for his cows 
and goats, is utilizing this historical ruin 
for that purpose. 
_ The tiny openings through which food 
Was passed speak eloquently of the isola- 
tion and solitude of the unfortunates, while 
suggestively near is the ancient burial 
ground, inclosed by crumbling adobe walls. 
The mounds are all on a level with the 
ground now, and no stone marks the rest- 
ing place of those who sleep there. There 
is not even a cross to indicate its original 
use as a burial place. At the upper end is 
the ruin of a small semi-circular chapel, 
and facing this are heavy spiked wooden 


gates, which long since ceased to perform 


their original office. 

In the federal building, among the impor- 
tant papers of state, are kept all the original 
documents of the famous Peralta-Reavis 
case, which so nearly succeeded in robbing 
the United States of 12,500,000 acres of land 
in Arizona and New Mexico. Agtached to 
one document, which was represented as 
the original grant of immense tract of 


land, is the old leaden seal of Spain. The 


man whose fertile brain planned this re- 
markable attempt at fraud was released one 
year ago from the penitentiary in Santa Fé 
and at present is practicing law in Denver. 
Occasionally one sees an old plow, such 
as is used in remote and primitive places. 


‘This is made of heavy wood, roughly pointed 


to cut through the ground, and is guided by 
@ wooden handle. Equally interesting and 
primitive is the old * carretta,” a clumsy, 
two-wheeled wooden cart, drawn by oxen 
yoked to the long wooden pole by their 
horns. | 

THE “OLD SOUTHWEST.” 

But the region accessible from Santa Fé 
does not contain all that is interesting west 
of that line, invisible but distinct, which one 
is quite conscious of having passed when 
traveling from the land of change and 
progress into the old Southwest, where time 
seems to stand still and the people cling to 
the beliefs, customs, and costumes of the 
long ago. This portion of country includes 
New Mexico, Arizona, and southern Colo- 
rado.. It ts & veritable treasure land to the 
artist, the archzologist, and explorer, while 
the native songs end legends offer an un- 
limited field to musician and writer.

well-cultivated fields are bounded by rocky 
and barren slopes, reaching to the foothills 


ecafion, whose dark and ragged cliffs rise 
in stern contrast to the adjacent farming 
land. In a country where so much of the 
soli is impossible of cultivation every foot 
‘of fertile ground is indeed precious, and the 
feeling between the Mexican and Indian in- 


habitants of the valley never has been ex-

absolutely different. The Indian ‘pueblos, 
all similar, usually surround a4 Spacious 
plaza, and are fort-like in appearance.

A’ PUEBLO DWELLING. 

The pueblo dwellings, constructed of 
adobe, or brick dried in the sun, are rarely 
more than two or three stories in. height,. 
each terrace receding, so that the roof of 
the lower one serves as a dooryard for the 
upper rooms. The color varies from the 
reddish-brown of the newly erected houses 
to the soft dull gray of the. more ancient. 
Sometimes a primitive porch adorns the 


entrance, and when its sides are thickly 
eovered with freshly’cut cottonwood boughs 


it not only serves as a protection from the 
fierce says of the summer sun but forms 
am peautiful trast to the sober dull 
gray of the wallst Heavy wooden beams 
support the thatched roof, and projecting 
beyond the outer walis cast long shadows 
downward. The chimneys of adobe are often 
topped by native pottery “tenajas,"’ or water 
jars, from which the bottoms have been 
broken, and, curling’ upward from. these, 
the fragrant smoke/of pinon and cedar wood, 
adds its blue note to the landscape. 
Stockades of saplings lashed together with 


rawhide thongs or ropes twisted from horse 


hair, restrain to a certain degree the roving 
habits of burros and goats, while quanti- 
.ties of dogs, chickens, and a.few turkeys 
enjoy the freedom of not only. the village 
but the houses as well. 
of two or three watering troughs, hollowed 
out logs supported by forked stunips.: When 
it rains the water stands in these for a few 
hours. At other times they are as dry as 
the surrounding country, and, being of a 
proper height, serve as excellent loafing 
places for the unemployed. 

Upon entering the front or living room of 
an Indian house the first impression is of 
the extreme cleanliness of the place. Its 
walls, white with native plaster, are decorat- 
ed with gaudy prints of sacred pictures. 
From wooden pegs, or a rope stretched 
across one corner, hang the gala costumes, 
finery, and brightly colored blankets of the 
family. The earthen floor, freshly plas- 
tered over with adobe mud, fs as clean as 
possible. Across one or two sides of.the 
apartment is built a solid bench of adobe, 
perhaps a foot of more above the floor. 
Upon these in the day time are placed rolls 
of skins and blankets, which, spread upon 
the floor at night, serve the entire family, 
sometimes three generations, as beds. Sus- 
pended from the beams swings a primitive 
cradle of willow, and securely fastened in 
this the Indian bady spends a great portion 
of its young life, gazing stolidly upward 
the little bed swings to and fro. 


PRIMITIVE COOKERY. 


A small doorway leads from the front room 
to a second apartment, lighted by a single 
tiny window. Its walls are dingy and smoke 
blackened, for it serves the double purpose 
of kitchen and storeroom. From the wooden 
beams hang large strings of corn dried on 
the ear, bunches of red peppers, and dried 
meéats, and resting upon the floor are large 
jars of native pottery containing ground 
corn. Two or three corn mills—large flat 
stones a foot or more in length—are fastened 
in an inclined position. Upon these the grain 
is laid, and with a smaller stone ground into 
a fine meal. A queer little mud fireplace oc- 
cupies the lightest corner of the room, and 
seated upon the floor in front of this the 
squaw mixes meal and water to the proper 
consistency, then, baring one knee, proceeds 
to shape the day’s supply of bread into small 
cakes up on this convenient mold: It is 
then thrown on a bread flat stone over the 
fire and baked. The result is a grayish cake 
not at all bad—provided one does not witness 
the process by which it is obtained. * 

Most of the bread, however, is baked in. 
the public ovens out of doors. These struc- 
tures, of which each village has several, re- 
semble ash pits with well rounded tops and 
two openings, one at the base, the second 
high up on the side. When the walls are 
thoroughy heated by a fire of pine wood 
the ashes are removed and bread for two or 


| three families crowded in, The openings 


Each pueblo boasts’ 


undisturbed for several hours, usually all 
night. 

As the Indian woman’s knowledge of cook- 
ing and her supply of dishes are exceedingly 
limited her life is singularly care free. The 
men cultivate the fields and gather the crops, 
while the house is the undisputed territory 
of the “‘squaw.’’ When she’ marri her 
husband goes to live with her clan, the chil- 
dren take her family name, and the descent 
is traced from the maternal side. In the lcdhg 
afternoons the women congregate in the liv- 
ing rooms busily engaged in making pot- 
tery, in which art they are adepts. They 
chat and laugh like so many overgrown 
children, 
tumble about the floor. 

‘In the Rio Grande Valley are situated three 
pueblos. That of San Ildefonzo is situated 
at the base of “ Tou-in-llo,” the “ Orphan 
Mesa,” which rises_abruptly from the wide 
valley in dark volcanic masses. Tradition 
says that long ago a pueblo occupied its sum- 
mit, the people being besieged for many 
years by the warlike tribes of the plains. 
When conditions became more peaceful they 
abandoned their fortress and built the pres- 
ent village. 

‘ Santa Clara, occupying a high bluff over-

HOTBED OF “ PENITENTES.” 


Back among the hills are countless cave 
dwellings and ruined pueblos, as well as 
quaint Mexican and Indian towns, whose in- 
habitants are not always inclined to welcome 
the advent of the white stranger. This 
portion of the country is the hotbed of the 
“ Penitentes,” and the “littl Town of 
Chamita, which disputes with Santa Fé 
the honor of the greater age, was the first 
place in New Mexico in which these strange 
rites were held. 

One of the oldest and most. picturesque 
of the Mexican towns is Santa Cruz, whose 
double towered adobe church dates back 
300 years. Its dark interior, the roof’sup- 
ported by heavy carved beams and the walis 
decorated with old paintings, is truly Spanish 
and beautiful. Bach of the pueblos has its
